“My son,” said Hakeem the 
Wise to a young man of Bagh­ 
dad centuries ago, “the priceness 
ingredient of every product in 
the market place is the honor and 
integrity of him who makes it. 
Consider his name before you 
buy.” 
Hakeem, the Sage of Baghdad, 
thus delivered a pronouncement 
which has rung through the ages, 
and rightly so. 
For since the 
dawn of civilization, cunning men 
have made themselves prosperous 
and powerful by bilking their 
fellows with shoddy and spuri­ 
ous goods, with no thought of 
the consequences. 
In this connection, while the 
guns were crashing on the ice- 
sheathed ridges of Korea, the 
city of Breckenridge, Texas, was 
offered a federal grant of $700,- 
000 for a 75-unit public housing 
project. 
Breckenridge, the seat 
of Stephens County, has a popu­ 
lation of 10,000. 
; 
The city council and the city 
housing authority declined to ac­ 
cept the money. Well, perhaps 
this is not too unusual, because 
many other cities have turned 
down federal housing projects. 
But in refusing the project, 
Breckenridge gave the govern­ 
ment of the United States some 
advice that would surely have 
won the commendation of Ha­ 
keem the Wise. It asked the gov­ 
ernment to use that money to 
“train our citizens and arm our 
men to fight and protect the free­ 
dom of our people against com­ 
munism and world aggression.” 
Housing, of course, is very 
nice to have—and $700,000 isn’t 
much of the U. S. budget. But 
maybe it could buy a tank or so, 
maybe a fighter plane or two. In 
such times las these, a row of 
apartm ents would look , sort of 
shoddy by comparison with a 
Pershing tank or a Shooting Star 
plane. 
The priceless ingredient was 
missing in the federal govern­ 
ment’s offer. And unless our gov­ 
ernment takes a cue from Breck­ 
enridge and other patriotic Amer­ 
icans, a lot of other things will 
be missing—planes, tanks, ships, 
men, freedom . . . “missing in ac­ 
tion.”

'Another Use For 
Aluminum Foil 
By HELEN MCMAHAN 
County Home Demonstration 
Agent 


Roast the holiday turkey in 
aluminum foil if you want the 
“juiciest” and tenderest turkey 
that you have ever eaten, says 
Helen McMahan, County Home 
Demonstration Agent. She espe­ 
cially recommends 
this method 
of roasting for those who do not 
own a roasting pan or an a d e ­ 
quate i easter. 
The procedure for roasting in 
foil is simple and easy. 
Just 
dress, stuff and truss the turkey 
in the usual manner, says Miss 
McMahan. Use a sheet of foil 
that is twice as long as the bird 
for the wrapping job. Place the 
bird lengthwise on one end of 
the foil sheet and then bring the 
foil up and over the bird and 
close all foil edges together. 
Weigh the bird and be sure it 
is well 
greased 
and 
seasoned 
with salt and pepper before it is 
wrapped, she says. 
Place th* 
turkey in an uncovered roasting 
pan breast side up and it doesn’t 
m atter if the legs protrude over 
the edge of the pan. Tho oven 
should be preheated to IOO de. F. 
before the turkey is placed in the 
oven for roasting, and this .same 
tem perature should be maintain­ 
ed until the bird is done. 
M iss McMahan says the eight 
to IO pound stuffed bird should 
be cooked for two and one-half 
to three hours; an l l to 14 pound 
bird from three and a quarter to 
four hours; a 
15 
to 18 pound 
bird from four to four and three- 
quarters hours and a 19 to 24 
pound stuffed bird from fe e to 
six hours. 
She says about 45 minutes be­ 
fore the roasting time is up that 
the foil should be slipped from 
around the turkey. Let the juices 
run down into the roasting pan 
so they will brown to just the 
right color for the giblet gravy. 
The turkey 
should 
be brushed 
with melted fat or drippings. 
Miss McMahan says there are 
two tests for determining when 
the turkey is done. Move the leg 
and thigh joint, if 
they give 
readily, the turkey is done. The 
second is to stick a fork into the 
meat where the wing is joined to 
the body; if the meat feels tend­ 
er and the juices do not run pink, 
the roasting job is done. 
To 
get 
that 
good 
flavored 
brown 
gravy, 
Miss 
McMahan 
says, it is necessary to brown the 
flour before making the gravy 
Place the flour in a pan over low 
heat and stir constantly until the 
flour becomes as brown as you 
desire it. Make the gravy in the 
usual manner. To prevent flour 
from lumping when you aru pre­ 
paring a thickening, 
place the 
liquid 
in a container, put the 
flour on top of the liquid, cover 
the container and shake. 
This 
will give you a gravy with a 
smooth consistency.

Retire January 5th 
in conference with Judge J. E. 
Carter today he authorized the 
Wi.se County Messenger to state 
that he will retire from the office 
of District Judge, effective the 
5th day of January, A. IX, 1951. 
Under the law as enacted by 
the 51st Legislature he is eligible 
and has been for several months 
to take this action. At the end 
of this year he will have served 
continuously as judge of the 43rd 
Judicial District for 22 years, 
more than twice the length of 
time required for such retire­ 
ment.

Now Is the Time 
To Order Shrubs 
College Station.— Now is the 
time of year to order the shrubs 
needed 
to 
complete 
the 
land­ 
scape 
plans 
for 
your 
home. 
There are many things to re­ 
member when choosing shrubs, 
and Sadie Hatfield, specialist in 
homestead improvement with the 
A.&M. 
College 
Extension 
Ser­ 
vice, suggests a few. 
For instance a shrub should 
be hardy enough to withstand 
the 
cold and 
drought and it 
should remain attractive the year 
round. The rate of growth should 
be considered— whether it is fast | 
growing or so slow that a long 
period of time has to elapse be­ 
fore it is large enough to add to 
the landscape. The type of soil, 
too, has to be considered because 
on alkaline soils some shrubs 
never grow well and some turn 
up with yellow leaves. 
Now, in placing the shrubs, at 
least five feet from the walk or 
doorstep and five feet from the 
house should be allowed. Some­ 
times when shrubs are placed too 
near the house o r'doorway they 
have to be cut back so severely 
that they are no longer attrac­ 
tive. Miss Hatfield suggests the 
lodense privet for entrances be­ 
cause it is hardy, an evergreen,!

makes a good accent plant. 
In choosing a corner planting, 
the specialist says that it should 
be taller than the doorstep plant­ 
ing. Wax ligustrum can be used 
as a corner planting. In Central 
and Southwest Texas the Bur- 
ford holly is an excellent corner 
planting. 
In Central and East 
Texas 
Miss 
Hatfield 
suggests 
the yaupon. Arborvitae is a good 
screen planting. 


When placing plants beneath 
windows, Miss Hatfield reminds 
that the shrubs should be low 
growing— unless a shade is need­ 
ed in the summer months to shut 
out the sun. In this case, she 
suggests 
planting 
redbud 
or 
vitex— a shrub which sheds its 
leaves in the winter months, but 
has a thick growth of leaves in 


the hot season. 


As for the depth of planting, 


the specialist says shrubs should 
be planted the same depth as 
they grew originally. The hole 
should be large enough for the 
roots to spread out and it should 
be filled with moderately rich 
topsoil. 
The 
plant 
should 
be 
watered immediately after plant­ 
ing. Small shrubs should not be 
planted closer than three feet to 
the 
house, 
the 
specialist 
em­ 
phasizes. Large shrubs such as 
ligustrums should be four, five, 
six— sometimes 
ten 
feet 
from 
the house, she adds.

Mince Meat Pie, 
A Tradition 
A wealth of tradition is cov­ 
ered by the crust of the Yuletide 
mincemeat pie. 
Although 
few 
people 
today 
know ft, the pie represents the 
cradle of the Christ Child sur­ 
rounded 
by 
the 
gifts of the 
Magi. 
It was made originally in 
oval 
form, 
to 
symbolize the 
cradle, and the varied ingredient* 
were the gifts. 
At one time minee-meat pie 
was banned, ami at still another 
time in its history, it was tim 
cause of Christmas itself being 
abolished for a brief period. 
For many years in England 
during the time of Oliver Crom­ 
well, the custom of feasting and 
drinking at Christmas was re­ 
garded as worldly and sensual, 
and the more strict Puritans re­ 
fused to eat mi nee-meat pie dur­ 
ing the holiday season. This pre­ 
judice was finally overcome aft­ 
er the Restoration. 
In the New World, during the 
first half century after the P il­ 
grims’ arrival at Plymouth, sim­ 
ilar troubles caused the banning 
of minee-meat pics and Christ­ 
mas. In 1659, and for several 
years thereafter, there was no 
Christmas in New England as a 
result of an argument over the 
shape and 
meaning of mince­ 
meat pies. Eventually the indig­ 
nation spent itself, and the ban 
was lifted. 
A pie which no other can ap­ 
proach in the intricacies of its 
creation, minee-meat pies orig­ 
inally were made almost entire- 
? ly of meat seasoned with spices. 
Fruit, chiefly currants, was ad­ 
ded, and probably because the 
dish was regarded as a sweet, 
the fruit content was gradually 
increased 
until minee-meat be­ 
came a 
mixture 
of 
fruit and 
spices, with or without the ad­ 
dition of meat. 
The whole world has a part 
in the making of a minee-meat 
pie, according to the American 
Bakers Association. 
There are 
lemons, 
citrons, 
and 
oranges 
from Florida and California; ap­ 
ples from a half a dozen states; 
currants 
from Greece; 
raising 
from 
the 
Pacific Coast; sugar 
and syrups from Louisiana and 
Cuba; suet from the Middle West; 
spices 
from 
far-away 
Ceylon; 
and other ingredients from far 
and near. 
By and large, minee-meat pies 
have 
not 
changed 
noticeably 
since those early days when New 
England cooks began prepara­ 
tions for making the minee-meat 
weeks in advance of the actual 
pie baking. 
The greatest difference occurs 
not in the ingredients, but in the 
preparation. 
T h e 
Amercain 
housewife now depends on the 
baker to perform all the labor 
of preparation. 
The American 
Bakers 
Association 
says 
that 
American bakers use tons of the 
same high quality ingredients as 
are used in the home in taking 
care of the demand for this tra ­ 
ditional part of the Christmas 
dinner. 
History, tradition, and its own 
merits 
have made minee-meat 
pie one of the most interesting 
of all food products—rightfully 
occupying its place of honor at 
the Yuletide feast. 
As Samuel Pepys stated in his 
famous diary about his 
1662 
f 
Christmas dinner: 
“We had, besides a good chine 
of beef and other good cheer, 
eighteen minee-meat pies."

EXCESS PROFITS 


A short tim e ago the state 
com missioners who regulate the 
utilities 
held 
a 
meeting 
in 
Phoenix, Arizona. 
They issued 
one report of the highest im port­ 
ance which made these points: 
F irst, an excess profits tax ap­ 
plied to power, gas, communica­ 
tions and the other utilities is 
not com patible with the estab­ 
lished 
policies 
of 
state 
regu­ 
lators. 
Second, under state regulation, 
excess profits cannot exist in 
these enterprises, and the public 
interest is fully protected. 
Third, the present would be the 
w orst possible tim e for levying 
such a tax on the utilities, due to 
the vast expansion program they 
are carrying on, all of which is 
necessary to our future safety, 
and much of which is in costly 
facilities th a t are not yet produc­ 
tive. 
Fourth, im position of an excess 
profits tax in this field m ight 
render 
state 
utility 
regulation 
economically unworkable. 
The report summed up the reg­ 
ulators’ position by saying th at 
the commissions “should be con­ 
tinued in their duty and their 
rig h t to determ ine w hat consti­ 
tutes excess profits in each case,” 
and th at they “have conclusively 
proven th a t they may be relied 
upon to discharge their duty to 
prevent excess profits by regulat­ 
ing the selling prices.” 
There was a strong intim ation, 
indeed, th a t an excess profits tax 
on utilities, by underm ining state 
regulation and by greatly weak­ 
ening the industry’s resources, 
m ight result in a new' w'ave of so­ 
cialization. If th is be true, every 
left-w inger in and out of govern­ 
m ent will be whooping it up for 
the toughest possible tax on the 
public service com panies as well 
as all others. It is up to Congress 
to prevent th is from happening, 
and to carefully adapt tax poli­ 
cies to the special needs and 
problems of different enterprises.
